2. DPW Tree Department Update (Tim) 

e Storms update — 20 street trees impacted by storm. Town and contractors helped with 
debris. 

e Tree hearing(s) — no tree hearings to date; 

e Tree Bylaw activity — 6 Tree Plans reviewed by Tim : 2327 Tannerger Street double lot(maple 
15”, 9” dogwood) protecting several other trees. Several other trees were protected with 
construction guidelines. All paid fees into Trees Please fund (Tim will provide doh and 
addresses) 

e Tree Watering/Interns — help out with clean up crew when not watering 

e Other -DCR community forester webinar in September as part of their stewardship 
presentation: How we do things in Arlington? DPW & Arlington Tree Committee want to 
highlight interactive map September 30". 45 minutes/10 Q/A. 

e Emerald ash borer program : almost every ash tree treated Broadway — Warren — 
Cemetery — Lake Street. $60k over three years (30K last year, 30K this year, 30K again in 
2022) = $120k in total. fyi: Ground wasps are a preditor of emerald ash borer.
